Why They Are on Trial. 


“The defendants in this case are 
on trial because they believed in the 
doctrine of communism and believed 
that it could come only by the organ.

Find Elopement Fund.

- WHOSE IS THIS DUTY? 


Carl A. Mapes, solicitor of internal revenue, has 
announced: “That is THe Cnuicaco TRIB or 
any one else, can submit evidence which uld 
establish that the sworn facts upon which his 
opinion in the so-called real estate expert’ cases 
is predicated are false, the bureau of internal 
revenue will in this case, as in any other case, 
reconsider its action with a view to arriving at a 
correct determination of the issues involved.” 

Does this express the conception of duty held 
by the income tax division of the tréasury? 

If it does, we think it is time some one in author- 
ity replaced it with another. 

The solicitor’s office made one decision. It there- 
after reversed it. Its reversal was founded upon 
allegations of the parties immediately interested in 
escaping the tax. The new decision has enabled 
them to escape the tax. The attention of the 
solicitor’s office has been called to these considera- 
tions. If they are correct, as we believe they are, 
the solicitor’s office has made an error, and the 
error involves the loss to the government of more 
than a million dollars. If this precedent is estab- 
lished in taxation, the cost to the government will 
reach into tens, perhaps hundreds, of millions of 


dollars. 
Whose duty is it to find what the facts are? 
Is it the bureau’s duty or the duty of volunteer 


citizens? 

If it is not the bureau’s duty, what does the 
bureau exist for and what are its officials paid for? 

It is Tam Trisvne’s opinion, and we think that 
opinion will be shared by every taxpayer not inter- 
ested in the proceedings challenged, that it is up 
to the department, if not the solicitor’s bureau, to 
ascettain what the facts are in the expert case. 
It is the department's duty to collect the tax if it is 
lawful. It is the department's duty to correct its 
error on its own initiative, by its own effort, and at 
the government expense. It is the department's 
duty to save the tax, if it is payable, not TH® TA. 
un' duty or any other private citizen's. 

A proper search for and éxamination of the facts 
which should control the decision of the depart- 
ment will, in Tun Trisvune's öpinſon, disclose the 
faise basis upon which the reversal of the bureau's 
first decision was made. Enough has been openly 
charged to move the bureau or the department to 
take action, and that duty lies upon the bureau 
or the department, not upon THE TRIBUNE or any 


other citizen.

CAPTAIN WOODFILL. 


The Army and Navy Legion of Valor, at ita an- 
nual reunion in Washington, adopted a resolutior 
calling upon President Harding to restore the rank 
of captain in the army to Sergt. Samuel Woodfill, 
who has been described by Gen. Pershing as the 
“outstanding hero of the world war.” That its a 
resolution to which the entire ration, with the pos- 
sible exception of a few West Point graduates, will 
subscribe. 

Woodfill, with years of experience in the ranks 
behind him, was raised to a captaincy in the war. 
That was when we needed efficient captains most | 
urgently. He filled the job to perfection. When 
the war was over he was demoted to a sergeantcy. 
In the great responsibilities of war he was good 
enough to lead a company in the field. In the 
lesser responsibilities of peace, Washington -has 
said, he is not. 

It is such stupidity in the administration of our 
army which-returned hundreds of thousands of 
young Americans to civil life, after a comparative- 
ly short and distinctly glorious campaign, with 
contempt and sometimes hatred for their officers. 
After such a campaign, unmarred by any defeat, 
we could have expected a united army, almost 
unanimous in support and approval of ‘its officers, 
who had led it to such a victory. But that isn't 
what we found. It reveals something seriously 
wrong with the army, and the officer caste, we be- 
lieve, is largely to blame. 

Thousands of officers were demated after the 
No doubt many of them should have 
been demoted. But the case of Woodfill is clearly 
one where an officer should not have been demoted. 
He wa’ not a West Pointer. Perhaps, we do not 
know, he may not always have been certain which 
fork to use. Perhaps his company paper work was 
not always copper plate perfect. But he was a 
leader and inspirer of men. The proposition was 
not whether to make him a major or a colonel but 
whether to retain him as a captain. Perhaps he 
should not have been promoted. Perhaps there 
were definite limits to his knowledge and ability. 
But he had proved that he had sufficient knowledge | 
and ability to command a fighting company, and 
he should recover the commission to do so. 

Discipline is necessary in an army. Snobbish- 
ness is not. President Harding can correct an 
error which begets weakness through injustice. 
The opportunity lies in the case of Sergt. Woodfill, 
because Woodfill’s spectacular bravery made his 
case an outstanding one. When that error is rectl- 
ned, the general staff and the war department 
would do well to consider the fundamental error 
of thought out of which it grew.

The most deadly disease known to be 
spread by rats is plague. Those who had 
charge of the little epidemic of pneu- 
monie plague at Oakland and Berkeley, 
Cal., four years ago, that the cli- 
matic conditions of the Yniana parts of 
America do not rule out the. possibility 
ot an outbreak of this deadly disease 
in any part of the northern United 
States similar to the one which dev- 
astated Manchuria about fifteen years 
ago. 

Epidemic jaundice, a rat borne disease, 
is widely distributed in the United 
States. It is found nearly everywhere. 
A well Marked epidemic of it prevailed 
in upper New York state in 1921. 

A few cases of rat bite fever are 
reported from time to time, I have 
seen one case in Chicago and two in 
Mississippi. 

There is no question but that rats 
spread trichine. Some forms of tape- 
worm are rat borne. 

The proof is good that rats are a fac- 
tor in the spread of ordinary round 
worms, The farmer can add to his corn 
bill and other items for the food of 
rats some part of the loss of live stock 
due to various kinds of worms.

We are much used to meat that 
has no seasoning other than sait—not 
even that of another fat. * 

The great chef gives a definite rule 
for “the aromatics or a base of the 
braising (which we might call pot 
roasting), but when you read his rec- 
ipes you will see that he calls almost 
any mixture of seasoning elements aro- 
matics, although the mixture contains 
only chopped carrot, chopped onion, 
and celery. Sich a mixture we can 
use in hundreds of ways in cookery 
and always to the good, and for the 
production of elegance at slight ex- 
pense. The best way is to cook this 
mixture in a little butter or other fat 
when it is to be used to season a roast’ 
beef gravy, that is, the essences of it 
are used for this; but some people use 
water for the cooking, and if we look 


| find wine added. The fat of fresh pork 
is excellent for the cooking. 

Escoffier’s definition of a matignon 
reads: “ This preparation serves chief- 
ly for covering large joints of butcher’s 
meat or fowl, to which it imparts an 
appropriate flavor. It is made as fol- 
lows: Finely mince two medium car- 
rotm the red part only; two onions, and 
two sticks of celery taken from the 
heart. Add one tablespoonful of raw 
lean ham cut paysanne fashion [in tri- 
angles], a sprig of thyme, and half a 


leaf of bay crushed. Stew in butter, 


and finally swill the saucepan with two 
tablespoonfuls of Madeira.” But this 
great chef uses this mixture without 
the ham, the bay, the thyme, and the 
wine.

BONDSMEN EVIL

Propose New Method to 
End Frauds in Bail.

government officials made clear yes- } 


terday. 

First Assistant District Atto ey 
Robert Milroy took the first step 
against the bond evil, when he ap- 
peared before Federal Judge James H. 
Wilkerson ‘and asked for a ruling, 
which, it is predicted, will correct many 
irregularities in the operations of pro- 
fessional bondsmen. The new rufe pro- 
vides for a checkup on all bond sched- 
ules on the same day they are signed. 
This is designed to eliminate the possi- 
bility of impersonation of - property 
owners and most of the other tricks to 
which professional bondsmen resort. 


Method of Progedure. 


When the order is in effect, all fed- 
eral officials authorized to accept bonds 
will, each day before the close of busi- 
ness, furnish the district attorney with 
the name and address of each signer, 
and all other details connected with the 
bond. The district attorney’s office will 
relay the information to the address of 
the owner of the property scheduled. 


Thus if a professional bondsman has | 


made use of the owner’s name without 
his knowledge, he will know it within a 
few hours of the time the bond is 
posted. 

“The new rule will completely 
change the bond system that has been 
in vogue in the federal building for 
decades,” Mr. Milroy said. “For an 
expenditure of 50 cents at the county 
recorder’s office, bondsmen Have been 
able to get certificates showing owner- 
ship of property, but government offi- 
cials have no means of checking signa- 
tures. The result has been many 
‘phony’ bonds, frequently not discov- 
ered until forfeiture action is taken.” 


Plan Drive on Jail Bondsmen. 


Developments in the county drive 
against the bondsmen included a con- 
ference to which First Assistant State’s 
Attorney Edgar Jonas and First Depu- 
ty Sheriff H. C. W. Laubenheimer, 
and Henry Barrett Chamberlin of the 
Chicago crime commission, were sum- 
moned by Chief Justice McKinley. 
Plans were laid to arrest all profes- 
sional bondsmen who loiter in corridors 
of the Criminal court building, where 
they virtually have established 
“ offices.” ä 

Steps also were taken to have printed 
in a number of languages notices, im- 
pressing upon persons who sign bonds 
the risk they run when they listen to 
the “sure money talk of professional 
bondsmen and schedule their property 
on bonds for the release of irresponsi- 
ble defendants. 

“Jimmy Smith, who confessed that 
he had killed Frank O'Connell Satur- 
day to obtain money for a professional 
bondsman, was held to the grand jury 
on a charge of murder yesterday.
